Claim 14 (New) A tumor necrosis factor composition, which comprises the tumor 
necrosis factor mutant protein of claim 4 and a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 

Please cancel claims 5, 8, 10-11, without prejudice. 

3. The title of the application has been amended to recite "tumor necrosis factor-alpha 
mutants". 

4. Claims 1-3, 4, 6, 9, and 12-14, are allowable and have been renumbered 1-3, 5, 6, 4, and 
7-9, respectively.
